Ok., Jan. 6.—In his report 
to the Governor State Superintendent 
Cameron recommended the enactment 
of a uniform textbook law, and that

The recommendations Include 
the establishment of a school of mines

The superintendent suggests 
that 
the separate school law be amended 
so that white schools may have white 
district officers and negro schools of-* 
fleers of their ra^e, and that separ­ 
ate county institutes be provided for 
negroes. He favors the matter of es­ 
tablishing county fiigh schools being 
referred to a vote of the people, and 
that the state aid such schools, and 
that agriculture and horticulture, ae 
a part of their course. He recommend* 
ed a law giving authority to county 
superintendents and county boards of 
education to take charge of ail. ex-t

the suite. The bonds are to run ten 
and twenty years, in denominations of 
$500 the first payment to bu due in 
the eleventh year, or 1918. the" bonds 
are hot to lie sold for less than par.

THE SILK OF ITALY 


H O W A N O W H E R E T H IS IN D U S T R Y 


IS C A R R I E D ON. 


Provides Employment for Many of the 


Women and Children of the 


Sunny Land— From Co­ 


coon to Fabric. 


How m any ladies think of the won­ 
derful transform ation through which 
th e golden thread, the precious prod­ 
u ct of the laborious silkworm , m ust 
go before the woven m aterial reaches 
th e ir hands? 
Yet to study the m anu­ 
facture of silk, step by step, in every 
phase, from the cocoon state until the 
Bilk is m ade into skeins ready for the 
w eaver, is both interesting and in­ 
structive. 
Italy stands first in Europe 
in th e silk spinning m anufacture; then 
com e Prance, Germany, A ustria and 
Spain. H ungary has only lately taken 
to .the rearing of the silkworm. 
Eng­ 
land cannot do it on account of her 
coif! clim ate. The greatest part of the 
silk produced in Italy comes from the 
Lom bard and Venetian regions i . bat; 
Piedm ont produces a quality o f' silk 
superior to any other. 
Those who have never visited, an 
Italian spinningm ill can have no ade­ 
quate idea of the lives led by the 
m any women (of from 12 to 50 years 
of age) employed. Few of us think 
of the obscure existence of these wom­ 
en when the wonderful products of 
th eir work are before us. M ost of the 
spinning-m ills in Italy are in villages 
o r sm all towns, and the w orkers are 
generally girls from the sam e place, 
o r 
from 
the 
neighboring 
villages. 
T hese poor girls earn from 50 cen­ 
tim es to a franc a day at m ost; they 
w alk for miles t® reach the mill early 
in the morning, and go home at dusk. 
On their way they sing popular songs. 
H ow ever scanty the wages may be, 
som e peasants are so poor th at they 
a re glad to earn them , working 12 
hours a day, in excessively heated 
room s, in which even in w inter the 
h eat is oppressive. 
The cocoons, when first sent to the 
spinning mill, are spread over a table 
to be selected. From the bright yellow 
cocoons a very fine anality comes, and 
from the faulty ones, of course, an 
inferior quality. 
W hen the choice is 
m ade, the cocoons are washed in hot 
w ater, and are left in it for some tim e 
to get “cooked.” 
A fter the washing 


and “cooking,” the cocoons are put 
in “batteuses” for “brushing.” W hen 
this operation is accom plished, the 
cocoons, with their silk threads form ­ 
ing a kind of skein, are placed in other 
basins, and the weaving work begins. 
As in all the other operations, these 
basins contain hot w ater, and there 
is a workwoman attending to each 
one of them . A fter this last bath the 
silk thread is com pletely 
detached 
from the cocoon, and, accurately guid­ 
ed by the workwoman, is wound round 
a spinning-wheel, form ing 
a 
skein. 
W hen the skeins are ready they are 
taken into another room, where they 
are carefully 
looked over and got 
ready for weaving. 
Lastly the skeins

“Although the sam e general princi­ 
ple was..utilized in each One of these 
examples, the local conditions w ere 
different and the details of construc­ 
tion were independently solved.

too soft a nature for the m aintenance 
of a pile trestle, and the described

“Two one-and-five-eighths-inch steel 
cables, about five feet center to cen­ 
ter, w ere stretched from an anchorage 
In the fill already made, over the near­ 
est bent of the pile trestle rem aining 
find on to the farth er bents, to w'hich 
the other end was anchored.

these cables ties were fastened,

and a track laid, upon which the 
loaded cars were pushed and dumped, 
one a t a tim e, a t the end of the fill. 
The first span used was over 200 feet, 
covering the hole into which the tre s­ 
tle had sunk and which was at this 
tim e a pond of w ater 175 long and 14 
feet deep. 
On account of the large 
span m ade necessary by the im possi­ 
bility of driving a trestle bent in this 
pond, the sag in the cable was very 
great, and the instability of the cars 
quite m arked. 
This, together with 
th e great depth of the fill, necessitated 
the constant jacking of the track un­ 
der the fill. 
“As soon as this 
sinkhole 
was 
crossed 
a 
large 
trestle 
bent 
was 
erected, and the long span decreased 
by guy supports and tim ber grillage 
blocks. The m aterial deposited in this 
hole (25,000 cubic yards in a m onth) 
shoved ahead and com pletely carried 
away the rem aining portion of the pile 
trestle which w as serving as forw ard 
anchorage for the cableway. 
Tim ber 
tow ers were then built ahead and 
blocked up and skidded forw ard as the 
work progressed. This is the m anner 
in which the work is now being carried 
on. 
P erm anent tow ers, founded on 
piles, have been erected far ahead of 
the work to act as anchorages, and 
the m ovable tow ers are used as sup­ 
ports for the cableway.” 
In the second place w’here cables are 
being used there is a deep gorge with 
solid bottom , but calculation showed 
th at the cable m ethod would be cheap­ 
er than the ordinary plan, saving 
about $1,700, or m ore than half the 
cost.

“o?* First Tim e in History This Rare 


Animal Has Been Seen Alive 


by a White Man and His 


Picture Taken. 


Hill Made Money for Friend. 
A good story about Jam es J. Hill 
w'as told to a group of his friends by 
Norman W. K ittson, a m an who was 
years ahead of Hill in the Red River 
country, and who, to use his own ex­ 
pression, “packed my kit from La 
Cross to W innipeg and back.” 
This 
was a distance of about 600 miles, and 
K ittson w ent on foot and traded in 
furs all along the route with the In­ 
dians. He was another wonderful m an 
of the early west. 
K ittson becam e 
rich, as riches went, when Hill was a. 
clerk In a steam boat office in St. Paul. 
W hen Hill began his great career by 
buying a railroad and extending it 
northw ard, he interested K ittson in 
his enterprises. 
Hill needed credit, 
and K ittson allow'ed him to use his 
name. 
“I knew,” said K ittson, “th at I had 
indorsed m ore paper than 
I 
was 
w orth; but I had confidence in him 
m ost of the tim e. 
Then I got scared 
and felt th a t everything w'as gone, and 
th at it didn’t m ake any difference, and 
I signed anything th at Hill brought.” 
It is alm ost unnecessary to say th at 
the sm ash never cam e; th a t Hill used 
K ittson’s nam e with good effect in the 
east, w here he was reputed a m uch 
w ealthier m an than he really w as; and 
also th a t K ittson had a great deal 
more when he closed up with Hill 
than w’hen they first began business 
together.—The Sunday M agazine. 


That interesting creature, the okapi, 
lilied to the giraffe, and discovered 
by Sir H arry Johnston on the eastern 
border of the Congo forest (near the 
Semliki river, w'hich joins the Albert 
Nyanza and the A lbert Edward lake) 
had never been observed and studied 
by a white man in its living state until 
five m onths ago— when a young calf 
okapi about a m onth old was obtained 
t>y Signor Ribotti at Bambini, on the 
Evelle river (about 400 miles north­ 
west of the original locality). 
, The skins and bones of, the ppaki 
which have been sent to England have 
invariably been obtained by travelers 
from the natives. No sportsm an or 
naturalist has shot an okapi or- even 
seen one alive. The half-breed servant 
of Lieutenant Boyd Alexander saw and 
tracked for two days with natives an 
okapi on the Evelle river, near the 
spot from which the photograph from 
which our picture was made comes. 
The natives dug a pit trap for it and 
speared it. Boyd Alexander did not 
see it until it was dead. The tim idity 
of the okapi, its rarity, and the re­ 
m oteness of the Congo forest, the 
fringes of which it inhabits, are the 
i,easons why white men have hitherto 
not seen the okapi alive. 
Special interest therefore attaches 
to Signor R ibotti’s photograph. This 
young calf was brought in by natives 
to the stockaded and well-provided set­ 
tlem ent at Bam bini last April. It was 
about a m onth old, and betw een two 
and three feet high. A fter living a few 
weeks in captivity it died, but it Is 
not at all im probable th at a live speci­ 
men will before long be successfully 
m anaged, and m ake its appearance in 
some of the zoos of our large cities. 
The difficulty will be to find vegetable 
food which will suit the peculiar taste 
3f this forest-dwelling rum inant, with 
Its small, delicate front teeth, suited 
sn Iv to cropping young and soft vege­ 
tation. 
There is no doubt that the Pygmies 
if the Ituri forest use the nam e of 
'Okapi” for this anim al. “I have shown 
he photo of the okapi and also bands

In a sub­ 
dued tone of voice, as though referring

It is in vain th at I have put 
up a special label warning the o b ser 
vant against this popular but ten a­ 
cious error. Only a few weeks ago

‘Why, there is no room for doubt 
about It,’ he said. ‘You can see th e 
zebra coming out in the stripes on 
his legs, and yet he has the head and 
hoofs of an antelope.’ As a m atter of 
fact, no hybrids are known to occur 
at all among terrestrial anim als In a 
state of nature.”

Centuries Ago They Are Found 


to Be Even Better Than 


the Modern Roads. 


The rapid developing of m otoring 
has raised the question of good roads 
everyw here, and in England, strange 
as it may seem, it has been discovered 


One Dollar for Every Foot. 
Some years ago a woman was re­ 
turning late at night from a social 
function took to the tracks of the Ola 
Colony railroad as the shortest way 
home, and in crossing a trestle above 
a country roafc m ade a m isstep, fell 
through the tim bers and broke her 
neck, relates the Boston Globe. 
The next day her husband called 
upon the superintendent and stated 
th at he thought he was entitled to 
some com pensation for the loss of his 
wife, as she was a hard w orker and 
assisted m aterially in m eeting the do­ 
m estic expenses. 
“She was trespassing,” replied the 
superintendent, “ which relieves the 
company from all responsibility.” 
“I know it,” said the man, “but she 
was a good woman about th e house, 
and I hardly know w hat I am going to 
do w ithout her.” 
“Well, upon w hat basis will you 
settle?” 
“She fell how m any feet?'' 
“About 12, I should say.” 
“Do you think a dollar a foot is too 
m uch?” 
The superintendent nearly fell from 
his seat, but upon recovering he paid 
the m an $12, which he charged to his 
own account, as he felt th at the ex 
perlence was well worth the price. 


Apprentice Schools. 
The system of apprentice schools 
of the New York C entral lines is con 
sidered by railroad men to be th€ 
m ost im portant departure ever inst! 
tuted by the m otive power departm ent 
of any railroad system in the United 
States. It will not only im prove laboi 
conditions and add efficiency to m e 
chanic8, draftsm en, m aster mechanics 
and officials of the operating depart 
m ent, but it is expected to solve the 
vexing question of strikes.

schools were established 
there

been m uch less spoiled work in the 
shops and the m en take greater care. 
There are now nine schools on the 
system , 450 apprentices being enrolled 
as pupils.

A Stretch of the Roman Road Near 
Haltwhistle, Northumberland. 
tha4. the best road builders were the 
ancient Rom ans, who overran the isl­ 
and and constructed their highways to 
all parts of the island. 
Most of these 
roads have been lost and forgotten 
because with the developm ent of the 
centuries the country has grown away 
from these ancient highways. 
But 
with the coming of the m otor car the 
need of good straight roads has been 
realized, and some thoughtful individ­ 
ual of an investigating turn of mind 
has traced out these old and alm ost 
forgotten roads and seriously proposes 
th at they be utilized as m otor speed­ 
ways. 
Some of the old big m aps of Eng­ 
land show these roads and m ake it 
plain th at England was covered with 
a veritable netw ork of straight Roman 
highway?. 
These roads fell into dis­ 
repair and disuse when the building of 
new towns off the routes necessitated 
the leaving of them by their users to 
get to those places. 
Says a w riter in 
The Car: “The best known example 
of one of these roads is the great 
‘W atling S tre e t’ Every m otorist—who 
does not live eternally on the Ripley 
road—knows how from London this 
road runs alm ost straight through St. 
Albans, D unstable and Tow cester till 
it comes to a little place called Wee- 
don. 
And here, because m ost people, 
I suppose, w anted to go to Coventry 
or Birm ingham or W arwick, the road 
now turns off to the left, and only a 
little lane, th at comes perilously near 
to being a grassy one, keeps the direct 
course the Rom ans arranged m any 
centuries before. 
“But lf one perseveres and follows 
th at lane to about six miles east of 
Rugby it tu rn s into a road of sorts 
again, 
and 
then, once m ore a re­ 
spectable thoroughfare, It becomes a 


highway betw een Hinckley and Nun­ 
eaton towns, leaves Tam w orth on its 
rigtrt, and after once m ore alm ost 
losing itself near Lichfield 
blazons 
wide again over Cannock Chase and 
| finishes up as one of the finest roads 
| in the kingdom all the way to the 
I pious city of Shrewsbury. 
“It is easy to understand why its 
glory departed—before the advent ol 
m otors—at W eedon. From Tow cester 
| to Shrew sbury there is hardly a town 
or village of im portance on its route, 
while the Birm ingham road is herring­ 
boned with populous towns. 
And so 
as there was no use in running empty 
coaches along deserted roads they 
went the other way, and as distances 
were too great for local traffic to keep 
it going as a highway, it fell into dis­ 
repair, and served only as a place for 
a glorious gallop over the grass. 
"There are plenty of other Roman 
roads, used in places and then dying 
away into lanes and paths and even 
private drives. 
I have bumped along 
them going to shoot partridges 
In 
Cam bridgeshire, pushed my way along 
them for grassy m iles on the top of 
the Mendips, m et them in Sussex, on 
Salisbury plain, and there is hardly a 
road out of any town ending in ‘cester* 
th at does not sta rt on the foundation 
of these proud legacies of C aesar’s 
legions. 
"I do not pretend th at every Roman 
road leads from where one is to where 
one w ants to go, but, beginning with 
W atling Street, and going on with the 
great ‘Fosse W ay’ and the Pilgrim 's 
road, new avenues for ‘speed without 
disaster’ could be opened, the narrow 
suburbs of provincial tow ns could be 
freed 
greatly 
from 
thrc gh 
m otoi 
traffic, new districts could be toured, 
and, In the rem aking of these arteries, 
the unemployed could be far m ore 
usefully employed than in planting 
cabbages and selling picture postcards 
of their sleeping quarters. 
Most mo­ 
torists would not grum ble at a revival 
of the old turnpike system on these 
roads if certain privileges as to free­ 
dom from ridiculous police traps and 
such like absurdities as are practiced 
on them were given; but for nonm otor­ 
ists the chief advantage gained would 
be in the availableness once m ore of the 
ordinary roads for the purpose they 
have been used for during the past 
century of providing a playground for 
children, which latter reason is, of 
course, ‘w rit sarkastick.’ ”

Italian Bplnnlngmlll can have no ade- 
quate idea of the lives le<* by the 
many women (of from 13 to 50 years 
of age) employed Few of us think 
of the obscure existence of these worn 
en when the wonderful products of 
their work are before us Most of the 
spinning mills In Italy are In villages 
or small towns, and the workers are 
generally girls from the same place, 
or from the neighboring villages 
These poor girls earn from 50 cen 
times to a franc a day at most, they 
walk for miles te reach the mill early 
in the morning and go home at dusk 
On their way they sine popular songs 
However scanty the wages may be, 
some peasants are ao poor that they 
are glad to earn them, working 12 
boura a day, in excessively heated 
rooms, In which even In winter the 
heat Is oppressive 


The cocoons, when first sent to the 


spinning mill are spread over a table 
to be selected From the bright yellow 
cocoons a very fine quality comes, and 
from the faulty ones of course, an 
Inferior quality 
When the choice Is 


made, tho cocoons are washed In hot 
water and are left in it for some time 
to get cooked" 
After the washing 


and "cooking," the cocoons are pat 
in "batteuses" for "brushing.* When 
this operation is accomplished, the 
cocoons, with their silk threads form- 
ing a kind of sketn, are placed in other 
basins, and the weaving work begins. 


Aa in all the other operations, these 


basins contain hot water, and there 
Is a workwoman attending to each 
one of them After this last bath the 
silk thread is completely 
detached 


from the cocoon, and, accurately guid- 
ed by the workwoman is wound round 
a spinning wheel, forming a skein 
When the skeins are ready (hey are 
taken into another room, where they 
are carefully 
looked over and got 


ready for weaving Lastly the skeins 
are taken into the room where the

thread is treated The thread is wound 
round a spinning wheel with a mano 
meter, which is put Into motion by i 
handle The skeins are at last twist 
ed and thrown into baskets After be- 
ing carefully weighed they are sent to 
the weaving mills All these operations 
are for the finest silk, used only for 
expensive materials The coarser silk, 
which Is used to make cravats shawls, 
bed covers 
and

STRUNG ON CABLES 


NOVEL METHOD OF SUPPORTING 


TEMPORARY TRACK. 


Invdntlva Engineer* Found New Way 


of Miking • Fill Acre** Marsh— 


Expenia Saved by the 


Operation. 


An interesting use of a cableway 


to support a temporary track used In 
making a fill across a marsh la de- 
scribed In Engineering News (New 
York, October 10) 
The writer notes 


that although the suspended cable-way 
with traveling bucket Is a standard 
method of making long, Inaccessible 
railway fills, a cableway has rarely 
been used as'the framework on which 
to lay a track for the carrying of 
dump cars 
The railroad on which 


this method was used in two places 
is the Lake Shore & Plttsburg rail 
road, now -under construction from 
Cleveland to Plttsburg 
We read

pie was utilized in each one of these 
examples, the local conditions were 
different and the details of construe 
tlon were independently solyed 
The. 


first was made over a deep marsh of

too soft a nature for the maintenance 
of a pile trestle, and the described 
method was adopted only after several

the other end was anchored 
Upon 


these cables ties were fastened, * * 


and a track laid, upon which the 


loaded cars were pushed and dumped 
one at a time, at the end of the fill 
The first span used was over 200 feet 
covering the hole into which the tres 
tie had sunk and which was at this 
time a pond of water 175 long and 14 
feet deep 
On account of the large 


ipan made necessary by the impossl 
bility of driving a trestle bent In this 
pond, the sag In the cable was very 
great, and the instability of the cars 
quite marked 
This, together with 


the great depth of the fill, necessitated 
the constant Jacking of the track un 
der the fill 


"As soon as this sinkhole was 


crossed a large trestle bent was 
erected, and the long span decreased 
by guy supports and timber grillage 
blocks The material deposited in this 
hole (25,000 cubic yards In a month) 
shoved ahead and completely carried 
away the remaining portion of the pile 
trestle which was serving aa forward 
anchorage for the cabteway 
Timber 


towers were then built ahead and 
blocked up and skidded forward as the 
work progressed This la the manner 
In which the work la now being carried 
on 
Permanent towers, founded on. 


piles, have been erected far ahead of 
the work to act aa anchorages, and 
the movable towers are used as sup- 
ports for1 the cableway" 


In the second place where cables are 


being used there is a deep gorge with 
solid bottom, bnt calculation showed

Animal Ha* Been Seen Ally* 


by a Whit* Man and HI* 


Picture Taken. 


That Interesting creature, the okapl, 


tilled to the giraffe, and discovered 
by Sir Harry Johnston on the eastern 
border of the Congo foreat (near the 
Semllkl river, which Joins the Albert 
Nyanza and the Albert Edward lake) 
had never been observed and studied 
by a white man in Its living state until 
five months ago-r-when a young calf 
okapl about a month old was obtained 
by Signor Rlbottl at Bambini, on the 
Evelle river (about 400 miles north 
west of the original locality) 


The skins and bones of, the ppakt 


which have been sent to England have 
Invariably been obtained by travelers 
from (he natives No sportsman dr 
naturalist has shot an okapl oft even 
seen one alive The half breed servant 
of Lieutenant Boyd Alexander saw and 
tra-ked for two days with natives an 
okapl on the Evelle river, near the 
spot from which the photograph from 
which our picture was made comes 
The natives dug a pit trap for it and 
speared it Boyd Alexander did not 
see it until it was dead The timidity 
of the okapl, Its rarity, and the re- 
moteness of the Congo forest, the 
fringes of which it inhabits are the 
Reasons why white men have hitherto 
not seen the okapi alive 


Special interest therefore attaches 


to Signor Rlbottl s photograph This 
young calf was brought in by natives 
to the stockaded and well provided set 
dement at Bambllll last April It was 
about a mqnth old, and between two 
and three feet high After living a few 
weeks In captivity It died .but It is 
not at all improbable that a live spec! 
men will before long be successfully 
managed, and make Its appearance in 
some of the zoos of our large cities 
The difficulty will be to find vegetable

USE ROMAN ROADS 


MOTORISTS IN ENGLAND FIND 


Aullt by the Conquerors of England 


Centurie* Ago They Are Found 


to Be Even Better Than 


the Modern Road*. 


The rapid developing of motoring 


has raised the question of good roads 
everywhere, and in England, strange 
as It may seem, it has been discovered 


A Stretch of the* Roman Road Near 


Haltwh!*tle, Northumberland. 


tha*. the best road builders were the 
ancient Romans, who overran the isl 
and and constructed their highways to 
all parts of the Island 
Most of these 


roads have been lost and forgotten 
because- with the development of the 
centuries the country has grown away 
from these ancient highways 
Bnt 


with the coming of the motor car the 
need of good straight roads has been 
realized, and some thoughtful Individ 
ual of an investigating turn of mind 
has traced out these old and almost 
forgotten roads and seriously proposes 
that they be utilized as motoi speed- 
ways 


Some of the old big maps of Eng- 


land show these roads and make it 
plain that England was covered with 
a veritable network of straight Roman 
highways 
These roads fell Into dis- 


repair and disuse when the building of 
new towns off the routes necessitated 
the leaving of them by their users to 
get to those places. * Says a writer in 
The Car "The beat known example 
of one of these roads Is the great 
'Watllng Street' Every motorist—who 
does not live eternally on the Rlpiey 
road—knows how from London this 
road runs almost straight through St. 
Albuns, Dunstable and Towcester till 
it comes to a little place called Wee- 
don 
And here, because most people, 


t suppose, wanted to go to Coventry 
or Birmingham or Warwick, the road 
now turns off to the left, and only a 
little lane, that comes perilously near 
to being a grassy one, keeps the direct 
course the Romans arranged many 
centuries before 


"But 
If one persevere* %ad (allow* 


that laae to about aSx mile* east of 
Rugby It turns Into a road of setts 
again, and then, once more a re- 
spectable1 thoroughfare, It become* a 


highway between Hlnckley and Nun- 
eaton towns, leaves Tamworth on its 
•Tight,- '<rnd after once more almost 
losing Itself near Llchfield blasona 
wide again over Cannock Chase and 
finishes up a* one of the finest road* 
In the kingdom all the way to the 
pious city of Shrewsbury 


It is easy to understand why its 


glory departed—before the advent ol 
motors—at Weedon From Towcestet 
to Shrewsbury there Is hardly a town 
or village of importance on Its route, 
while the Birmingham road is herring- 
boned with populous towns 
And ao 


as there was no use in running empty 
coaches along deserted road* they 
went the other way, and aa distances 
were too great for local traffic to keep 
It going as a highway It fell into dis- 
repair, and served only as a place for 
a glorious gallop over the grass 


"There are plenty of other Roman 


roads, used In places and then dying 
away Into lanes and paths and even 
private drives 
I have bumped along 


them going to shoot partridges In 
Cambridgeshire, pushed my way along 
them for grassy miles on the top ol 
the Mendlps met them In Sussex, on 
Salisbury plain, and there is hardly a 
road out of any town ending In 'tester* 
that does not start on the foundation 
of these proud 'legacies of Caesar's 
legions 


"I do not pretend that every Roman 


road leads from where one I* to where 
one wants to go, but, beginning with 
Watllng street, and going on with tin 
great 'Fosse Way' and the Pilgrim'* 
road, new avenues for 'speed without 
disaster' could be opened, the narrow 
suburbs of provincial towns- could bs 
freed greatly from through motoi 
traffic, new districts could be toured, 
and, In the remaking of these arteries, 
the unemployed could be far mor* 
usefully employed than In planting 
cabbages and selling picture postcards 
of their sleeping quarters. Most mo- 
torists would not grumble at a revival 
of the old turnpike system on that* 
roads It certain privileges as to free- 
dom from ridiculous police traps and 
such like abaurdltlea aa are practiced 
on them were given, bat for nonmotor- 
1st* the chief advantage gained would 
be In the avallablenesa once more ol the 
ordinary roads for the purpose they 
have been used for during the past 
century of providing a playground for 
children, which latter reason Is, of 
course, 'writ sarkastlck.'"

Provides employment for Many of the 


Women and Children of the

net of the laborious silkworm, must 
SO oefore the woven material reaches 
thftlr hands? Yet to study the manu- 
facture of «llk, *tep by step, in every 
pqa»e, from the cocoon state until the 
•Ilk 1* made Into skeins ready for the 
weaver. IB both Interesting and in- 
structive Italy stands first in Europe 
IK the Bilk spinning manufacture, then 
eojne France. Germany, Austria and 
Spain Hungary has only lately taken 
to ..the rearing of the silkworm 
Bng 


land cannot do it on account of her 
OOH climate The greatest part ot the 
silk produced In Italy comes from the 
Lombard and Venetian regions; ribut 
Piedmont produces a quality; xrf gjllc 
•userlor to any other 
" 
' ' 


Those who have never visited, an 


Italian Bplnninguiill can have no ade- 
quate idea ot the lives le<* by the 
many women (of from 13 to 50 years 
ot age) employed Few of us think 
of the obscure existence of these worn 
en when the wonderful products of 
their work are before us Most of the 
spinning mills in Italy are in villages 
or small towns, and the workers are 
generally girls from the same place, 
or from the neighboring villages 
These poor girls earn from 50 cen 
times to a franc a day at most, they 
walk for miles t* reach the mill early 
in the morning and go home at dusk 
On their way they sine popular songs 
However scanty the wages may be, 
some peasants are so poor tbat they 
are glad to earn them, working 12 
hours a day, in excessively heated 
rooms, in which even in winter the 
heat is oppressive 


The cocoons, when first sent to the 


spinning mill are spread over a table 
to be selected From the bright yellow 
cocoons a very fine quality comes, and 
from the faulty ones of course, an 
Inferior quality 
When the choice Is 


made, the cocoons are washed in hot 
water and are left in it for some time 
to get cooked" After the washing 


and "cooking," the cocoons are pat 
in "batteuses" for "brushing.* When 
this operation is accomplished, the 
cocoons, with their silk threads form- 
ing a kind of skein, are placed in other 
basins, and the weaving work begin*. 


As in all the other operations, these 


basins contain hot water, and there 
Is a workwoman attending to each 
one of them After this last bath the 
silk thread is completely 
detached 


from the cocoon, and, accurately guid- 
ed by the workwoman is wound round 
a spinning wheel, forming a 
skein 


When the skeins are ready they are 
taken Into another room, where they 
are carefully 
looked over and got 


ready for weaving Lastly the skeins 
are taken into the room where the 


Preparing the Skein* of Silk. 


thread Is treated The thread is wound 
round a spinning wheel with a mano 
meter, which is put Into motion by i 
handle The skeins are at last twist 
ed and thrown into baskets After be- 
ing carefully weighed they are sent to 
the weaving mills All these operations 
are for the finest silk, used only for 
expensive materials The coarser silk, 
which la used to make cravats shawls, 
bed covers 
and 
sometimes ladies 


blouses—blouses that in appearance 
are of the finest quality, but are done 
for after a fortnight s wear—is treat 
ed somewhat differently 
And what 


becomes of the industrious little worm, 
the patient untiring creature that for 
many dt^s has worked hard to con 
struct its golden piison' Even after 
death after being cooked and 
re 


cooked in boiling water, the worm Is 
worth something It makes an excel 
lent manure for hemp and flax plan- 
tations

STRUNG ON CABLES 


NOVEL. METHOD OF SUPPORTING 


TEMPORARY TRACK. 


Inventive Engineer* Found New Way 


of Miking • Fill Acroe* March— 


Expense Saved by the 


Operation. 


An interesting use of a, cableway 


to support a temporary track used in 
making a fill across a marsh la de- 
scribed In Engineering News (New 
York, October 10) 
The writer notes 


that although the suspended cableway 
with traveling bucket is a standard 
method of making long, Inaccessible 
railway fills, a cableway has rarely 
been used as'the framework on which 
to lay a track for the carrying ot 
dump cars 
The railroad on which 


this method was used In two places 
Is the Lake Shore & Pittsburg rail 
road, now under construction from 
Cleveland to Pittsburg 
We read

pie wag utilized in each one of these 
examples, the local conditions were 
different and the details of construe 
tlon were independently solved 
Tha 


first was made over a deep marsh of

too soft a nature for the maintenance 
of a pile trestle, and the described 
method was adopted only after several 
other schemes had failed, the second 
fill was over a deep gorge with good 
solid foundations, and the cableway 
was adopted primarily because it 
seemed to be the cheapest and most 
efficient mtehod 


About 25 miles south of Cleveland

stream flow so great that the water

Two unsuccessful attempts at cross 


Ing were made, one by laying track 
on a trestle built on a foundation of

In both cases the 


track sank Into the mud, and the cable 
scheme was tried as a last resort Says 
the writer 


"Two one and five eighths inch steel 


cables, about five feet center to cen 
ter, were stretched from an anchorage 
In the fill already made, over the near 
eat bent of the pile trestle remaining 
and on to the farther bents, to which 
the other end was anchored 
Upon 


these cables ties were fastened, * * 
* and a track laid, upon which the 
loaded cars were pushed and dumped 
one at a time, at the end of the fill 
The first span used was over 200 feet 
covering the hole into which the tres 
tie had sunk and which was at this 
time a pond of water 175 long and 14 
feet deep 
On account of the large 


span made necessary by the Impossi 
bility of driving a trestle bent in this 
pond, the sag in the cable was very 
great, and the instability of the cars 
quite marked 
This, together with 


the great depth of the fill, necessitated 
the constant jacking of the track un 
der the fill 


"As soon as this sinkhole was 


crossed a large trestle bent was 
erected, and the long span decreased 
by guy supports and timber grillage 
blocks The material deposited in this 
hole (25,000 cubic yards in a month) 
shoved ahead and completely carried 
away the remaining portion of the pile 
trestle which was serving as forward 
anchorage for the cabteway

In the second place where cables are 


being used there is a deep gorge with 
solid bottom, bnt calculation showed 
that the cable method would be cheap- 
er than the ordinary plan, saving 
about $1,700, or more than half the

SNAPPED BY CAMERA. 


'or First Tim* In Hlitory Thli Rare 


Animal Has Been Seen Ally* 


by * Whit* M«n *nd HI* 


Picture Taken. 


That interesting creature, the okapl, 


illled to the giraffe, and discovered 
by Sir Harry Johnston on the eastern 
border of the Congo forest (near the 
Semllkl river, which Joins the Albert 
Nyanza and the Albert Edward lake) 
had never been observed and studied 
by a white man in its living state until 
five months ago-r-when a young calf 
okapi about a month old was obtained 
by Signor Ribottl at Bambini, on the 
Evelle river (about 400 miles north 
west of the original locality) 


The skins and bones ot the ppakt 


which have been sent to England have 
Invariably been obtained by travelers 
from (he natives No sportsman Or 
naturalist has shot an okapl oft even 
seen one alive The half breed servant 
of Lieutenant Boyd Alexander saw and 
tra-ked for two days with natives an 
okapl on the Evelle river, near the 
spot from which the photograph from 
which our picture was made comes 
The natives dug a pit trap for it and 
speared it Boyd Alexander did not 
see it until it was dead The timidity 
of the okapi, its rarity, and the re- 
moteness of the Congo forest, the 
fringes of which it inhabits are the 
Reasons why white men have hitherto 
not seen the okapi alive 


Special Interest therefore attaches 


to Signor Ribottl s photograph This 
young calf was brought in by natives 
to the stockaded and well provided set 
tlement at Bambini last April It was 
about a month old, and between two 
and three feet high After living a few 
weeks In captivity it died .but It is 
not at all Improbable that a live spec! 
men will before long be successfully 
managed, and make Its appearance In 
some of the zoos of our large cities 
The difficulty will be to find vegetable 
food which will suit the peculiar taste 
at this forest dwelling ruminant, with 
ts small, delicate front teeth suited 
anly to cropping young and soft vege 
:atlon

USE ROMAN ROADS 


MOTORISTS IN ENGLAND FIND 


Built by the Conqueror* of England 


Centurie* Ago They Are Found 


to Be Even Better Than 


the Modern Roads. 


The rapid developing of motoring 


has raised the question of good roads 
everywhere, and In England, strange 
as it may seem. It has been discovered 


A Stretch of the* Roman Road Near 


Haltwh!*tle, Northumberland. 


tha*. the best road builders were the 
ancient Romans, who overran the Isl 
and and constructed their highways to 
all parts of the Island 
Most of these 


roads have been lost and forgotten 
because- with the development of the 
centuries the country has grown away 
from these ancient highways 
Bnt 


with the coming of the motor car the 
need of good straight roads has been 
realized, and some thoughtful Individ 
ual of an Investigating turn of mind 
has traced out these old and almost 
forgotten roads and seriously proposes 
that they be utilized as motoi speed- 
ways 


Some of the old big maps of Eng- 


land show these roads and make it 
plain that England was covered with 
• veritable network of straight Roman 
highways 
These roads fell into dis- 


repair and disuse when the building ot 
new towns off the routes necessitated 
the leaving of them by their users to 
get to those places. * Says a writer In 
The Car "The best known example 
ot one ot these road* is the great 
'Watllng Street.' Every motorist—who 
does not live eternally on the Rlpley 
road—knows how from London this 
road runs almost straight through St. 
Albuna, Dunstable and Towcester till 
it come* to a little place called Wee- 
don 
And here, because most people, 
[ suppose, wanted to go to Coventry 
or Birmingham or Warwick, the road 
now turn* off to the left, and only a 
little lane, that come* perilously near 
to being a grassy one, keeps the direct 
course the Roman* arranged many 
centuries before 


"But It one persevere* «nd tallows 


that laae to about six miles east at 
Rugby It torn* Into a road ot sort* 
again, and then, onee more a re- 
spectable' thoroughfare, It become* a 


highway between Hlnckley and Nun- 
eaton towns, leaves Tamworth on its 


* -rlglrt," '(rnd after once more almost 


losing Itself near Llchfield 
blazons 


wide again over Cannock Chase and 
finishes up as one of the finest road* 
in the kingdom all the way to the 
pious city of Shrewsbury 


It Is easy to understand why Its 


glory departed—before the advent ol 
motors—at Weedon From Towcestet 
to Shrewsbury there Is hardly a town 
or village of importance on its route, 
while the Birmingham road is herring- 
boned with populous towns 
And so 


as there was no use In running empty 
coaches along deserted roads they 
fw 


went the other way, and as distances 
were too great for local traffic to keen 
it going as a highway It fell Into dis- 
repair, and served only as a place for 
a glorious gallop over the grass 


"There are plenty of other Roman 


roads, used in places and then dying 
away into lanes and paths and even 
private drives I have bumped along 
them going to shoot partridge* In 
Cambridgeshire, pushed my way along 
them for grassy miles on the top ol 
the Mendlps met them In Sussex, on 
Salisbury plain, and there is hardly a 
road out of any town ending In 'coster* 
that does not start on the foundation 
of these proud 'legacies of Caesar's 
legions 


"I do not pretend that every Roman 


road leads from where one is to where 
one wants to go, but, beginning with 
Watllng Street, and going on with th« 
great 'Fosse Way' and the Pilgrim'* 
road, new avenues for 'speed without 
disaster' could be opened, the narrow 
suburbs of provincial towns- could b* 
freed greatly from through motoi 
traffic, new districts could be toured, . 
and, In the remaking of then arteries, 
the unemployed could he far monj 
usefully employed than In planting, 
cabbages and celling picture postcard* 
of their Bleeping quarter*. Most mo- 
torists would not grumble at a revival 
of the old turnpike system on these 
roads It certain privilege* a* to free- 
dom from ridiculous police trap* and 
such like absurdities a* are practiced 
on them were given, bnt for nonmotor- 
lat* the chief advantage gained would 
be In the avallableae** once more ot the 
ordinary road* for the purpose they 
have been used for during the past 
century of providing a playground for 
children, which latter raason Is, ol

Brick as a Balldlaa; KatortaL 


There^ is a saying that a brick Is 


brick" In other words, rough O 
smooth, red or yellow, it is a brick. 


This ia a great mistake. There 1 


just as much difference between 
good brick and a bad one, aa between 
a good egg and a bad one. I have heard 
men say I prefer brick to wood, bu 
brick is too plain. I can have a frame 
bouse as I like It. Wood Is more cap- 
able of ornamentation than* brick. 


This Is often the .case, for we know 


how a house built of right and poms- 
ly burned brick looks. It is true tbw 
the walls sometimes exhibit a variety 
of colors, like Joseph's coat, ranging 
all tie way from the buttons yellow ui 
a blue black. These colors, however 
are not In regular stripes, but after 
that style known as crazy qunt pat- 
tern. Such brick often prejudice men 
against brick for flue, houses. On 
other hand, we know that a house 
biult of well made, well burned brick, 
laid with buttered joints, trimmed .with 
stone or terra cotta, certainly makes a 
beautiful and durable building, one 
that will stand in any cllnjate for cen- 
turies and the Ada Oxide of ' .Iron 
built of well made, well burned brick 
en house will be an old house In ap- 
pearance in thirty years, and in that

ten or twelve coata of paint, to keep 
It looking, respectable, while a well 
built brick bouse will1 Improve in its 
looks.

Not so very many 
years ago one of large denomination 
was received and change given for It 
by a business establishment in this lo- 
cality, says the Troj (N Y ) Times 
A few days since down the river a 
$100 confederate note was offered in 
payment of a purchase, and the seller 
did not discover the truth until he 
took the bill to his bank There must 
be considerable confederate money in 
existence, for it was very cheap after 
Appamattox and thousands of bills 
were carried home by union veterans 
as souvenirs 
But no one need be 


fooled by dishonest uso of the worth- 
less paper if he will take the trouble 
to read the inscription in big lettering 
which telis how ' the Confederate 
States of America promise to pay" 
something they never can pay.
